SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 9.— 
Dorothy Millette, prominently 
named in the Paul Bern suicide, 
disappeared Tuesday night from 
a river steamer between here and 
Sacramento, leaving her luggage 
in her cabin, police were told to- 
day by P. J. Oliva, Jr., Oakland, 
ticket agent for the River Lines. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 9-—-The sec- 
ret behind the suicide of Paul Bern, 
husband of Jean Harlow, of the 
screen, remains unrevealed after a 
coroner's jury had sifted the testi- 
mony of friends, professional as- 
sociates and servants 

There was testimony from 
topsy Surgeon Frank Webb 
Bern, while free from disease, suf- 
fered from a “condition likely to 
produce melancholia,’ and others 
testified the motion picture execu- 
tive was subject to attacks of gloom 
and often discussed suicide. 
OFFICIALS PUZZLED 

As arrangements went ahead for 
private funeral services tomorrow 
afternoon, authorities still actively 
puzzled as to why Bern died from 
a self-inflicted bullet wound at the 
plagprengue Canyon home he gave 
his bride at their wedding last July 
2, said they were considering the 
theory that a previous marriage or 
common law union may have con- 
tributed to his tragic decision
